The rugged new Fiat 500X can comfortably fit a pack of rugby I 

players and their kit - without sacrificing on style or comfort 



ugby players are a tough bunch. From dealing with 

O body-crunching tackles while fighting through the 
^ ^ opposition line or butting heads in a scrum, they pay a 
price to take part in the game they love. 

At the amateur level, life is also tough for their cars. It takes a 
pretty rugged machine to house a pack of sweaty, muddy forwards 
and their equipment, and transport them to and from a game in 
comfort and style. 

"Our team share cars to get to games all the time - and it can get 
pretty cramped if you're in the wrong car," says James Cramp, 
Teddington Rugby Football Club's number eight. "You need a 
car that can comfortably fit in four or five big lads, and a lot of team 
kit and equipment." 

The new Fiat 500X is the perfect car for the job: like a good 
number eight, it's tough and packs plenty of punch, while also 
being speedy and nimble. To prove it, a group of amateur 
players from Teddington RFC were asked to take a road trip 
in a pair of Fiat 500X cars. Their destination: to meet up 
with former England international rugby player and Fiat 500X 
driver Ugo Monye. 


"When we saw the Fiat 500X for the first time it was a real 
surprise," admits Cramp. "It was bigger and had a lot more space 
than I expected, and we all fitted in easily - and it looks stylish too." 

That classic Italian style doesn't come at the expense of 
practicality. The Fiat 500X is available in front- and all-wheel-drive, 
with a range of turbo petrol and diesel engines that produce up to 
1 70bhp. That's enough power to ensure the Fiat 500X has plenty of 
zip, even when weighed down with a rugby pack - and the car's 
245-litre luggage compartment can house their kit with ease. 

The Fiat 500X also has plenty of features to make spending time 
inside it a pleasure. Features including automatic climate control 
and a versatile Uconnect™ Radio Live system, with a 6.5-inch touch 
screen, ensure total comfort for both driver and passenger. 
Optional extras available include heated seats and useful driver 
assist systems such as brake control, blind spot and lane assist. 

And if you think comfort isn't important to a group of tough, 
hardy rugby players, think again. As Cramp says: "After you've been 
beaten up playing rugby in the cold and wet for 80 minutes you're 
aching all over, and you want something that's very comfortable to 
drive home in - and the Fiat 500X really fits the bill."

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LAND ROVER HAS lifted the lid on 
its first ever drop-top model, the 
Range Rover Evoque Convertible. 
Described by its maker as a 
“convertible for all seasons”, the 
new model breaks new ground 
because it is a style-led luxury SUV 
with a folding roof and has no 
direct rivals. 

Designed and engineered in the 
UK, the Evoque Convertible will be 
built alongside the five-door and 
Coupe derivatives at the Halewood 
plant near Liverpool, and goes on 
sale almost four years after the 
original Evoque. 

Although a drop-top Evoque 
has been mooted for some time, 
its development took three years 
because Land Rover wanted to 
ensure that the loss of the roof 
didn’t compromise the exacting 
levels of off- road capability it 
demands from all of its new cars. It 
needs to “wear its Land Rover badge 
with pride”, say company bosses. 

The company also took a while 
to build a compelling business case 
for the model, but with demand 
consistently strong for the standard 
Evoque - which sells around 


130,000 units per year - Land 
Rover is hoping to capitalise on 
the growing global market for 
crossovers and SUVs, which is 
forecast to swell by 20% to around 
22 million vehicles over the next 
five years. 

Land Rover expects the 
convertible to appeal to both 
existing Evoque customers and 
newcomers to the brand, and to 
account for around 10% of annual 
Evoque sales when it goes on sale. 

It expects it to appeal especially to 
those who will appreciate the 
perceived added security of the 
Evoque’s rising waistline. 

Luxury drop-top 

The new model represents the 
pinnacle of the Evoque range and is 
based on the Coupe. Despite 
appearing very similar to its sibling 
below the windows, the drop-top’s 
bodywork has been substantially 
re-engineered from the front doors 
back. The stand-out feature is the 
five-layer fabric roof structure 
known as ‘Z-fold’ for the way it 
retracts. It takes 18 secs to stow into 
a compartment behind the rear 


seats and 2isecs to rise, and 
is operated by a button on the 
centre console. 

The roof can be raised or lowered 
at speeds of up to somph. When it 
is down, it folds flush with the rear 
bodywork, beneath hinged panels 
that conceal its mechanism. 

Land Rover opted for a fabric 
roof because of its reduced weight, 
which helps to keep the car’s centre 
of gravity low, and its ability to be 
raised or lowered on the move. 

The Convertible’s boot capacity 
remains at 251 litres regardless of 
whether the roof is up or down. 

By comparison, the Evoque Coupe 
has 420 litres of luggage space. 

A load- through hatch from the 
boot to the two rear seats can 
accommodate longer items. 

Keeping occupants happy 

As well as acoustic insulation, the 
roof features a glass rear window 
for maximum refinement when 
it is raised. Land Rover claims 
interior comfort is “on a par with 
five-door Evoque”. An optional rear 
wind deflector can be specified and 
installed between the rear »

three-quarter trim panels to reduce 
buffeting when the roof is down. 
The upper portions of the rear 
wings have been redesigned to 
accommodate the folding roof, 
while the tailgate and spoiler are 
both specific to this car. The 
spoiler, which houses an LED 
brake light, adds aerodynamic 
stability at speed. 

Another new touch is frameless 
doors, chosen because they retain 
a clean side profile when the roof 
is lowered. They were features that 
design director Gerry McGovern 
aspired to include on the original 
SUV and adhere to his mission to 
provide ‘form and function’ in all 
Land Rover vehicles. 

As is traditional with cabriolet 
models, the Evoque Convertible 
features chassis bracing to 
compensate for the loss of the roof, 
and provides the car with a great 
deal of its torsional rigidity. 

The bracing increases the weight 
of the Evoque Convertible over the 
Coupe by around 200kg, although 
Land Rover claims the soft-top 
actually has better torsional rigidity 
than its sibling. 


Performance takes a hit 

The Evoque Convertible is offered 
with Jaguar Land Rover’s latest 
Ingenium 2.0-litre, four-cylinder 
diesel engine, in lyybhp guise, as 
well as a 2.0-litre, four-cylinder Si4 
petrol producing 237bhp. 

The additional weight means that 
compared with the Evoque Coupe 
with the same engine, the 2.0-litre 
diesel Convertible takes i.ssec 
longer to sprint from o-62mph, at 
lo.ssec. Euel economy falls by 8mpg 


to a claimed 49.6mpg combined 
and CO2 emissions increase from 
I29g/km to I49g/km. 

The petrol-powered Evoque 
Convertible can reach 62mph from 
a standstill in 8.6sec. Both engines 
are Euro 6-compliant. 

Eour-wheel drive is standard with 
both Evoque Convertible engines, 
and they come equipped with a 
nine-speed automatic transmission 
with steering wheel-mounted 
paddle shifts. The Active Driveline 


four-wheel-drive system is available 
as standard on petrol models and 
as an option on the diesel. This 
automatically switches to two- 
wheel drive during steady-state 
driving at speeds above 22mph, but 
can send drive to all four wheels if 
it senses a loss of traction. 

The suspension has also been 
reworked, with larger-diameter 
anti-roll bars compared with the 
Coupe, but Land Rover claims the 
Evoque’s ride quality has not been 
compromised. 

The Evoque Convertible also 
carries over many of the cosmetic 
exterior design changes that were 
featured on this year’s facelift of the 
standard car. That means it has a 
deeper, more aggressive front 
bumper with enlarged air intakes 
and slimline LED fog lights. 
Body-coloured side skirts visually 
lower the vehicle while the dynamic 
rear bumper houses distinctive 
twin exhaust outlets. 

Generous kit levels 

The Evoque Convertible is available 
in two trim levels: HSE Dynamic 
and HSE Dynamic Lux, which are 
the two higher specifications in the 
standard Evoque’s range. 

At the heart of the high-class 
cabin is an all-new, high-resolution, 
io.2in touchscreen, which makes 
its debut in a Land Rover but has 
previously been seen in the latest 
Jaguar XE. The InControl Touch Pro 
system offers smartphone 
integration, 3G connectivity,

THE PATH LESS TRAVELLED 


Land Rover knows that few owners will venture far off-road in their 
Evoque Convertibles, but the company was adamant from the outset 
that its newest offering must be as capable off-road as other Range 
Rovers. The Evoque Convertible can also scale 45deg gradients and 
traverse a 35deg slope. Approach, breakover and departure angles of 19, 
18.9 and 31 degrees respectively provide the soft-top with authentic 
go-anywhere credentials. 

The drop-top is also fitted with Land Rover’s suite of off-road driver 
assistance technologies. These include Terrain Response, which offers 
four driver-selectable settings tailored for driving on road, grass/gravel/ 
snow, mud and sand, and All-Terrain Progress Control, where the car 
maintains a pre-set speed, leaving the driver to focus on negotiating 
off-road obstacles. 

Other driver aids include hill descent control and start assist, and 
gradient release control. The Evoque Convertible can also wade through 
water up to 500mm deep, thanks to a Wade Sensing function.

Safety and convenience 

The Convertible is fitted with 
the latest safety technology. 

Torque Vectoring by Braking 
monitors dynamic behaviour and 
operates on all four wheels. Should 
understeer be detected, the system 
applies a small braking force to the 


outside front wheels, subtly 
tightening the car’s line. 

The optional 36odeg Park 
Distance Control provides the 
driver with virtual object tracking 
along the sides of the car, assisting 
with parking in tight spaces. 

Autonomous Emergency 
Braking helps to avoid accidents 
when the vehicle is travelling at 
speeds below 2imph and greatly 
reduces the severity of any impacts 
between 32-50mph. HSE Dynamic 
derivatives feature lane departure 
warning, whereas HSE Dynamic 
Lux models have lane keeping 
assist, which helps to keep the car 
from straying out of its lane. 

Additional safety measures 
include a rollover protection 
device, with bars hidden in the 
rear quarter panel; the two 
aluminium bars are deployed in 
90 milliseconds in the event of a 
rollover. The vehicle’s front and 
rear pillars have also been 
strengthened, and there’s a new 
combined thorax and head airbag 
for front occupants.

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Audi A4 Avant 

First drive The estate version of Audi’s classy new compact executive 
Verdict Beautiful to sit in and comfortable to drive 



THE AUDI A4 Avant has always 
been a popular choice in the 
compact exec estate market, despite 
it being one of the oldest cars in the 
class. This all-new version should 
capitalise on that popularity, even 
though it’s up against a Mercedes- 
Benz C-Class Estate that was only 
updated last year, and a BMW 
3 Series Tourer that was re-booted 
just a couple of months ago. 

The new A4 Avant is longer and 
wider than the old car, so there’s 
more interior space. This includes 
a 505-litre boot, which is bigger 
than both its chief competitors’. 

The A4 Avant is also more 
efficient than its predecessor - this 
iSybhp 2.0-litre diesel engine in 
Ultra spec is more powerful than 
the version it replaces, and produces 
less CO2 emissions. It’s also claimed 
to return up to GS.gmpg, no matter 
whether the six-speed manual 
gearbox or optional seven-speed 
dual-clutch auto is fitted. 


Strong, smooth and efficient 

The engine pulls well from just 
iSoorpm, so it’s easy to drive in 
most situations, but it could 
do with a little more punch at 
higher speeds. 

It’s quiet and smooth, much 
more so than the 3 Series or C-Class 
diesels, although you get a slight

buzz through the pedals and 
steering wheel at around 2000rpm. 
Wind and road noise are fairly 
well suppressed, too. Add the 
smooth-shifting auto ’box and the 
A4 Avant has all the hallmarks of 
a supreme mile-muncher. 

As with all A4S, you get a button 
that allows you to switch between 


Comfort and Dynamic settings to 
change the steering weight and the 
engine response, but with the 
adaptive suspension you can alter 
the ride and handling, too. 

In Comfort mode, the steering 
is light and the A4 soaks up most 
surface imperfections. The trade-off 
is that the body leans more in 



Switch the adaptive suspension to Sport mode for minimal roll in corners 
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corners and floats a little over dips 
and crests. Switch to Dynamic and 
everything sharpens up; the 
steering is heavier and the body 
control tighter. It’s still not as much 
fun to drive as a 3 Series, hut even in 
this tensed-up mode - admittedly 
on smooth French roads - it feels 
like it still has the edge for comfort. 

Supreme build quality 

Inside, it feels as well flnished as 
Audi’s more expensive offerings, 
and that’s high praise indeed. Not 
only does it look good, it also feels 
solid when you start prodding all 
the buttons. 

All models come with Audi’s 
MMl infotainment system and a 
y.oin screen, with sat-nav standard 
from mid-level Sport trim upwards. 
It’s a much better system than 
the C-Class’s, and not far off the 
slick-functioning iDrive in the 
3 Series. Our test car was fitted with 
the optional (£450) Virtual Cockpit, 
which replaces the conventional 
dashboard dials with a large TFT 
display. It’s superb for putting 
lots of information right in front 
of you. 

There’s plenty of space for 
occupants up front and the S line 
seats we tried were comfortable, 
supportive and highly adjustable. 
One complaint when we tried the 
A4 saloon a few weeks back was the 
tight head room in the rear. With 
the straighter roofline in the Avant, 
this isn’t such an issue, although 
the rear still feels a little pinched 
for those more than six feet tall. 

There’s no issue with the boot, 
though. It’ll swallow a couple of 
large suitcases with ease, and if you 
need more space simply pull the 
convenient levers by the tailgate 
and the rear seats fold flat in a 
useful 40:20:40 arrangement. 

You get a powered tailgate as 
standard, with the option of a 
motion sensor to activate it by 
waving your foot under the rear 
bumper if your hands are full. 
There’s also an electric load cover 
that retracts automatically when 
the tailgate lifts. 

Well worth a look 

While an A4 Avant with this iSybhp 
diesel engine won’t be as popular as 
lower-powered versions, it’s still a 
great buy. It’s practical and has the 
best cabin in the class. It isn’t as 
sharp to drive as a 3 Series, but first 
impressions suggest that it’s more 
comfortable in this guise. We’ll 
know more after a UK test, but 
there’s already little doubt that the 
A4 Avant is a real contender.

First drive Infiniti tries to tempt people out of their Audi and BMW hatches 
Verdict Looks good but trails main rivals in a few key areas 



IT’S FAIR TO say Infiniti has so far 
struggled to make an impact in the 
UK. The Q30 premium hatch is 
its bid to turn that around, by 
offering a car in a class more 
popular with buyers. 

Infiniti’s pricing puts the Q30 up 
against a range of rivals, including 
the Audi A3, BMW 1 Series, 
Mercedes-Benz A-CIass and more 
expensive versions of the VW Golf. 

The 03 o will eventually be 
available with either 1.5 or 
2.2-Iitre diesels, or 1.6 and 2.0-Iitre 
turbocharged petrols, in five main 
trims. At launch in January, though, 
all but the 2.0 petrol will be 
available in just two trims - entry- 
level SE or lavishly specced City 
Black Edition. 

We’re driving the 1.5 diesel, which 
is likely to be the best seller. Its CO2 
emissions of io8g/km will make it 
attractive to private and company 
car buyers alike. Its official claimed 
fuel economy figure of BS.gmpg is 
competitive, too. 


Comfortable but noisy 

At low speeds, only the harshest, 
sharpest potholes cause a shimmy 
from the body, with most smaller 
imperfections being nicely damped 
away even on our car’s larger than 
standard i8in alloy wheels. 

At high speeds, too, the Q30 
glides over expansion joints and 
most broken stretches pretty

comfortably, but we’ll need to wait 
for a UK drive before we’re sure. 

The bigger annoyance is suspension 
noise; at all speeds there’s a fair 
amount of thumping as it takes 
each hit. 

Road and wind noise aren’t 
particularly well suppressed on the 
motorway, either, and although the 
1.5 diesel engine is reasonably quiet 


and smooth, it’s still a little behind 
key rivals in both respects. 

The 1.5 diesel is no firecracker, 
either, with just enough pull from 
low revs to make overtakes on 
B-roads possible with a bit of 
planning ahead. Geared as it is 
for economy, though, it’s certainly 
slower than the equivalent A3 
orGolfi.BTDIs.

The Q30 is quite softly sprung, 
which translates into a bit of lean in 
tight bends, and the Qbo’s nose 
always seems a fraction behind 
your steering inputs, although 
the steering at least weights up 
consistently as you turn the wheel. 

Good up front, less so behind 

The Qbo’s front passengers get lots 
of leg- and head room. The driver is 
able to adjust the steering wheel 
quite a distance, and our Premium 
Tech test model’s electric front seats 
had lots of adjustment, too. 

It isn’t so good in the back. Even 
adults approaching six feet tall will 
find their knees against the front 
seat backrests, and taller passengers 
will also find the ceiling above the 
window close to the side of their 
head. Three adults would be 
uncomfortable, the middle one 
especially so because they’d have 
a backrest and raised tunnel to 
contend with. 

Boot space is more impressive. At 
368 litres, it holds its own versus the 
main competition, and its square 
shape means there are no awkward 
side walls to consider. Access is 
good, too, even if there’s a bit of a 
drop to the boot floor. All Q30S 
come with 60/40 split rear seats 
that fold almost fiat. 

Interior quality is mixed. The 
upper part of the dashboard and 
door trims look and feel impressive, 
but the plastics lower down aren’t 
as convincing and the switchgear 
feels comparatively cheap. 

Every Q30 comes with a y.oin 
touchscreen system, through which 
you control the radio, Bluetooth 
phone functions and the optional 
£1400 sat-nav. It’s a sharp screen, 
and the rotary dial between the 
front seats makes it easier to 
navigate, but it’s slower and less 
intuitive than the best in class. 

Standard kit includes Bluetooth, 
DAB radio, two USB ports, that y.oin 
touchscreen, air-con, a leather 
multifunction wheel and LED 
daytime running lights, plus city 
automatic emergency braking. 

Should you buy one? 

The Q30 rides comfortably most of 
the time, its interior feels mostly 
high quality and its boot is big. In 1.5 
diesel form, it’s also a reasonably 
cheap company car option. 

However, the Audi A3 Sportback 
1.6 TDl Ultra is both cheaper and 
better. The Q30 is less spacious by 
comparison, doesn’t drive as well, 
and isn’t as refined. To make matters 
worse, its resale values are predicted 
to be behind the Audi’s, too.

WE’VE ALREADY DRIVEN the 
Mini John Cooper Works with 
an automatic gearbox, but now 
we’ve got behind the wheel of the 
bigger-selling six-speed manual 

Like its predecessor, the 
front-wheel-drive JCW is based 
around the three-door Cooper S, 
albeit with a revised version of the 
standard car’s turbocharged, 
2.o-litre, four-cylinder petrol 
engine and more aggressive- 
looking front bodywork. 

The engine produces 228bhp, 
which is a 39bhp increase over the 
unit in the latest Cooper S. 

There’s an electronic differential 
lock to help transfer the power to 
the road and the JCW also has 
retuned suspension and uprated 
Brembo brakes compared with 
those of the Cooper S. There’s a 
sports exhaust, too. 

Slower, but still quick 

In a sprint from a standstill to 
62mph the manual JCW is o.2sec 
slower than the automatic version. 


which benefits from shorter gearing 
and a launch control system. 

However, the manual JCW doesn’t 
feel like it wants for acceleration. Its 
manual gear change and exhaust 
crackles make it a more immersive 
experience than the auto, too. 

You don’t have to work the 
gearbox particularly hard at 
cruising speeds, because the engine 
has enough mid-range punch to

pull from low revs and ensures 
switching lanes and overtaking is 
done with confidence. 

The new Mini is in its element 
through flowing corners, where it 
feels fairly composed and easily 
adjustable, and can be propelled 
through and out of bends with 
ease. Indeed, the JCW feels like an 
all-round more grown-up driving 
proposition. The old car was notable 


for the crashing and juddering 
that marred its ride, but this one 
offers greater composure. 

That’s even on the optional 
i8in rims on which our test car 
rode, rather than the standard 
lyin wheels, although the tyres 
generated a fair amount of road 
noise at motorway speeds. 

Even more showy Inside 

The cabin is much the same as 
you’d find in any other Mini hatch 
in terms of dimensions, but is 
adorned with even more lights and 
material finishes that collectively 
shimmer and sparkle like Times 
Square on New Year’s Eve. 

The John Cooper Works sports a 
number of model-specific touches, 
such as sill decoration, supportive 
sports front seats with integrated 
headrests, a three-spoke multi- 
function steering wheel, a special 
gearlever, stainless steel pedals 
and revised instrument graphics. 

Much pricier than rivals 

We can see why most buyers opt 
for the standard manual gearbox. 
After all, you get a more engaging 
driving experience and save more 
than £1000 over the auto. 

The trouble is, at more than 
£23,000 the JCW prices itself well 
above talented rivals such Renault’s 
Clio Renaultsport. When you also 
consider Ford’s Fiesta ST is even 
cheaper than the Renault, there’s 
just no way we can recommend it 
as the class leader. 

You’ll also have to keep a close 
eye on the options list; our test car 
came adorned with extras that 
pushed the on-the-road price north 
of £30,000 - territory occupied by 
the upcoming Ford Focus RS.

First drive Facelift brings new styling and revised suspension to the hybrid SUV 
Verdict There are better SUVs, but none have greater company car appeal 



IN JUST TWO years, Mitsubishi’s 
Outlander plug-in hybrid has been 
a staggering success in the UK, 
selling even better here than it has 
in Japan. It’s won the somewhat 
non-conformist Mitsubishi marque 
a prominence it hasn’t had in the 
UK for decades, mainly because it 
presents private and fleet buyers 
with an enticing financial solution. 

What’s the secret? There are 
several. For one, it’s an SUV, and 
demand for these is sky-high and 
still rising. For another, it’s a plug-in 
hybrid, which means it qualifies for 
the Government’s £5000 subsidy to 
buyers of electric cars. 

Third, the decision was taken to 
sell it (after taking into account the 
£5k discount) at the same price as 
the regular Outlander diesel; sales 
of that model, as a result, are barely 
a third of the PHEV’s. 

In addition, the Outlander PHEV’s 
impressive official fuel economy 
and CO2 emissions figures mean it 
attracts a benefit-in-kind (BIK) tax 


rate of just 5%, a deal that’s 
attractive for company car drivers. 
Company car tax for a 40% 
taxpayer can be as low as £685 a 
year, which - as Mitsubishi is quick 
to point out - is a major saving on 
what traditional rivals such as the 
BMW X3 or Honda CR-V will cost. 

Finally, because you can charge 
the batteries on your driveway

overnight, the first 25 miles or so 
of your driving is much less costly 
than it would be burning diesel, so 
you save money again. Mitsubishi 
claims many of its users rarely 
exceed the electric range. 

Despite the Outlander’s 
continued success, Mitsubishi has 
decided the time is right to give it a 
few tweaks. Outside, there are LED 


headlights and daylight running 
lights, and new bumpers. These 
bumpers add about 40mm to the 
overall length, and make the whole 
car look lower and sleeker. 

Regular driving experience 

Given the exotic nature of the 
powertrain (a conventional 
four-cylinder 2.0-litre petrol engine 
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and two battery-driven electric 
motors, one front and one rear), it’s 
remarkably conventional to drive. 

There is no gearshifting, just a 
seamless transmission of power. 
You can drive without doing 
anything special: the on-board 
brains will decide when the electric 
motors should contribute to your 
progress, or convert themselves 
into generators to recharge the 
battery when its charge is low. 

On the road, the Outlander is 
easy and relatively pleasant to 
drive, with good visibility because 
of its elevated driving position. It 
feels quick from a standstill, thanks 
to its electric power, and its steering 
is quick and well-weighted. Some 
of the ride deficiencies in the 
previous model have been fixed 
by revisions to the suspension for 
2016, but the PHEV is still caught 
out by larger bumps. 

Much better inside 

Major fascia revisions to make the 
whole cabin ‘more European’ work 
very well. It all feels simpler, 
classier, airier and more modern. 

Even in the entry-level GXsh 
trim, standard equipment levels 
are impressive, with niceties such 
as climate control, cruise control 
and keyless entry. 

The mid-spec GX4h adds leather 
seats, self-levelling headlights, 
a DAB digital radio and 
comprehensive screen-based 
functions, but you have step up 
to the GX4hs for goodies such as an 
all-round camera and a lane 
departure warning system. 

Like its predecessor, the PHEV 
has decent, if not class-leading, 
cabin space without being too big 
outside for a happy life in a UK 
urban environment. The seats are 
comfortable enough after a long 
drive, and fixtures and fittings have 
a pleasant durability about them. 


Cheap company car 

If economic motoring in a practical, 
good-quality SUV is your objective, 
and you’re happy with life in a 
hybrid, then it’s hard to see a decent 
argument against the Outlander 
PHEV. It also comes with a five-year 
warranty and the marque has a 
good reputation for reliability. 

Other cars in the class are a 
little quieter when cruising on 
the motorway, with a slightly 
better ride overall, but the 
Mitsubishi’s financial advantages, 
especially for company car drivers, 
are hard to overlook. The Outlander 
PHEV deserves further success after 
this latest refresh.

hardly any soft-touch surfaces and 
a proliferation of scratchy plastics, 
though.

IN CASE YOU'VE missed it, the 
electric revolution is under way. 
We've already got electric super 
saloons such as the Tesla Model S 
and its SUV sister, the Model X (see 
page 31), and even a hybrid-electric 
supercar in the form of the BMW i8. 

At the other end of the scale 
sits the Nissan Leaf, which 
costs £20,790 after the £5000 
government plug-in grant has been 
deducted. It has a claimed range of 
124 miles, which in the real world is 
nearer 70 to 80 miles. 

In a bid to improve the range, 
Nissan has just launched a 30kWh 
version of the Leaf that can go 25% 
farther - a maximum of 155 miles 
on a single charge, which will be 
more like 100 to 120 miles in reality. 

The bigger battery is available 
only from the mid-level Acenta 
trim, priced from £24,490 (after the 
grant). For that price, you also get a 
warranty that covers the battery for 
up to eight years or 100,000 miles. 
Curiously, the 24kWh version has a 
five-year/6o,ooo-mile warranty. 


Better infotainment 

All Leafs from Acenta trim up 
also benefit from an improved 
infotainment system called Nissan 
Connect EV. This includes a DAB 
radio, yoin touchscreen and 
sat-nav, plus a host of new features, 
such as one which tells you how far 
you are from the nearest charging 
point. You can also check, via an app 
for your phone, on the Leaf's charge

status, or, if you've forgotten where 
you left the car, locate it on a map.

Infotainment aside, the Leaf's 
interior is exactly the same as 
before. Up front, the seats provide 
the cushioning of a softly sprung 
armchair, but with plenty of 
support for longer trips. There's 


At its best in town 

The new car is 21kg heavier than 
the 24kWh version, although 
performance is identical, with 
62mph being reached in ii.ssec. 
That may sound somewhat 
pedestrian, but the Nissan feels 
sprightlier away from the lights 
than many regular hatchbacks. 

It's very quiet in town, while at 
higher speeds all you hear is mostly 
wind and road noise. However, deep 
potholes cause the body to shudder 
and it struggles to settle on patchy, 
broken road surfaces. 

At least the Leaf feels light-footed 
and surprisingly grippy out of 
town, and although the steering 
weight is rather unnatural, its 
accuracy is impressive. 

Broader appeal 

The extra range of this 30kWh 
version will be invaluable to some, 
in which case it's a recommended 
buy. However, if you don't need the 
extra range, we'd stick to the 24kWh 
version. If you are still thinking 
about spending around £25k on an 
EV and can stomach a real-world 
range of around 80 miles, more 
conventionally packaged cars 
such as the e-Golf and Soul EV 
are worthy alternatives.

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Toyota Mirai 

First drive We try the production-ready hydrogen car in the UK for the first time 
Verdict Impressive technology but it’ll be a very rare sight on our roads 



THE TOYOTA MIRAI is the first 
hydrogen-fuelled electric car to go 
on sale to the public in a ‘normaf 
manner, as opposed to a short-term 
lease scheme where customers are 
obliged to hand back the car. 

When limited UK deliveries begin 
later in November, the distinctively 
styled saloon will be priced at 
£66,000, making it a hefty £32,605 
more than Toyota’s £33,395 Prius 
Plug-In Hybrid. 

With production limited to just 
700 cars this year, Toyota says just 
12 will make it to the UK, followed 
by a further 18 in 2016. 

On-board gas storage 

The Mirai is driven by a single 
electric motor delivering i52bhp 
and 2471b ft of torque. It’s 
essentially the same unit used in 
the Lexus 45 oh and powers the 
front wheels. 

The fuel cell stack, which uses a 
combination of oxygen captured 
from the air and stored hydrogen to 


create electricity used to power the 
electric motor, is mounted beneath 
the front seats. 

Two separate carbonfibre and 
glassfibre tanks are used to store 
the hydrogen - one under the front 
seat and other behind the rear seat. 
Together they provide a combined 
capacity of 122 litres, enough to give 
the Mirai a claimed range of more

than 400 miles between refuelling, 
which takes between three and 
five minutes. Meanwhile, the 
battery used to store electrical 
energy recuperated on the run sits 
above the rear hydrogen tank. 

Easy to master 

The Mirai is remarkably 
straightforward to drive. As with 


the latest breed of electric cars, 
you press the start button, put the 
gearlever into ‘D’ and set off down 
the road with a light nudge of the 
accelerator pedal. 

Progress is ultra-smooth and, 
despite tipping the scales at 1850kg, 
acceleration is brisk, making the 
Mirai well suited to stop/start city 
traffic. However, the performance 



Ride quality and handling are better than the Prius’s and the steering is direct 
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quickly levels off, providing it with 
a claimed o-62mph time of g.hsec 
and a top speed of just iiimph. 

Toyota has succeeded in 
providing the Mirai with greater 
agility and poise than expected. 

The steering is somewhat devoid 
of feedback but is quite direct and 
the chassis has sufficient damping 
control to provide progressive 
body movements along more 
challenging roads. 

The Mirai also rides pretty well, 
being more supple, smoother and 
with better body control than the 
Prius; bumps don’t disturb the 
smooth driving experience as 
much as in its hybrid sibling. 

A noise-cancelling system helps 
keeps things hushed in the cabin. 
The resulting excellent refinement 
and the smooth nature of its power 
delivery means the Mirai is a 
genuinely relaxing car to drive, 
both around town and at higher 
speeds, on the motorway. 

Modern and old-gen 

The dashboard uses two TFT 
displays. One is tucked under the 
windscreen and houses the speedo 
and power display functions. The 
other is a touchscreen for the 
infotainment system and sits on 
top of the centre console. There 
are also some less contemporary 
controls for the air conditioning 
and other switchgear. 

The quality throughout the 
spacious cabin is similar to that 
of the outgoing third-generation 
Prius, which means there’s a variety 
of differing soft-touch and hard 
plastics as well as some less than 
dazzling graphics. It all feels solidly 
built, though, if a little cheap given 
the high price. 

With the fuel cell stack beneath 
the front seats you sit fairly high up, 
which makes for good all-round 
visibility. The long wheelbase 
means there is plenty of rear leg 
room, too. 

Boot capacity is compromised, 
though, at 361 litres. That’s a 
noticeable 144 litres less than that 
of the Prius Plus. 

Is this the future? 

The Mirai is sure to influence how 
car makers set about mapping out 
their electric car future. It delivers 
all the environmentally friendly 
advantages of a traditional 
battery-powered car without the 
need to plug it into mains power for 
extended periods. 

However, the Mirai is expensive 
to buy, despite the Tsk Government 
grant as well as a 24-hour, seven- 
day-a-week concierge service and 
a five-year/ioo,ooo-mile warranty 
that includes roadside assistance

and other goodies to soften the 
financial blow. 

You can also lease it, with a

up to £200 per month are included. 
This makes the Mirai an interesting 
proposition, especially for those 
seeking to dodge city congestion 
charges and who live near one of 
the nine hydrogen fuelling stations 
currently in the UK.

THE DAY THAT Tesla unveiled its 
first mass-market electric vehicle, 
the Model S saloon, will go down 
in history as one that truly rocked 
the car industry. Other car 
manufacturers had barely woken 
up to the idea of a luxurious electric 
car, and here was Tesla with a truly 
game-changing machine. 

Just three years later and Tesla is 
about to do it all again. The Model X 
is an all-electric SUV which comes 
with seven seats as standard, 
innovative ‘Falcon Wing’ doors and 
an air-filtering system so efficient 
it’s claimed to provide ‘medical- 
quality’ air to the cabin. 

Two motors, four-wheel drive 

The Model X is powered by two 
electric motors, which send drive 
to all four wheels. There are two 
versions: the standard goD version 
has a combined power output of 
SiSbhp and the more powerful 
P9oDgets762bhp. 

In range-topping PgoD form, 
the SUV is capable of sprinting to 


62mph in just 3.8sec before 
reaching its top speed of issmph. 
An added benefit of the PgoD 
model, however, is its so-called 
‘Ludicrous mode’, which drops the 
o-62mph sprint time to just 3.2sec 
- faster than a Porsche 911 Carrera’s. 
This version has an electric range 
of 250 miles.

6omph, and has an electric range 
of 257 miles. 

Slippery shape 

Aiding the Model X’s performance 
is its aerodynamic shape, with Tesla 
claiming it has the lowest drag 
coefficient of any SUV ever made. 
It’s also capable of towing loads of 
up to 2276kg, which Tesla says is 
a first for an electric vehicle. 


There are two storage spaces 
available, with a smaller boot 
featuring at the front, under the 
bonnet (said to be big enough for 
two golfclub bags), as well as a 
full-sized boot at the rear. 

While those in the front seats 
still get conventional doors, entry 
to the Model X’s rear seats is made 
through new ‘Falcon Wing’ doors, 
which open up and outwards. The 
Model X uses multiple sensors to 
calculate the best angle to open its 
electrically operated rear doors, 
allowing easy entry in tight parking 
spaces. The doors require only 
30cm of space to open fully and 
allow an adult to stand upright 
beneath them. 

Same massive touchscreen 

As with the Model S saloon, the 
Model X’s interior is dominated by 
Tesla’s trademark I7in touchscreen 
interface, which handles nearly all 
entertainment and navigation 
controls, and leaves the rest of the 
cabin button-free. 

Other standard features include 
an autonomous emergency braking 
and side collision detection system, 
as well as a forward-facing camera, 
radar and sonar sensors. 

Those systems combine to allow 
the Model S to steer and park itself 
in some situations, while those 
capabilities will be upgraded in the 
future thanks to Tesla’s wireless 
updates function. 

The Model X is already on sale in 
the United States, with the first cars 
scheduled to reach European shores 
later in 2016. Prices are expected to 
start from around £65,000. Key 
rivals for the Model X include the 
Range Rover Sport Hybrid and 
BMW’s X5 xDrive40e.

THE DS4 IS the latest model in 
Citroen’s standalone range to be 
facelifted, gaining distinctive 
front-end styling that distinguishes 
it further from the C4 on which it 
is based. Other upgrades include 
a y.oin touchscreen sat-nav and a 
system that supports Apple CarPlay. 

Unremarkable road manners 

The DS4 was never particularly 
good to drive because of its crashy 
ride and vague steering. This 
updated version features revised 
suspension which has improved 
the ride and handling a little. The 
car feels more composed, but it still 
thuds and bangs over sharp bumps, 
and rarely feels settled. It steers 
precisely enough, though, and has 
plenty of front-end grip. 

This facelift also marks the debut 
of a new 1.6-litre turbocharged 
petrol engine, which produces 
2o8bhp and 2iolb ft. Performance is 
suitably swift, with DS claiming 
a o-62mph time of y.Ssec, but power 
delivery isn’t entirely smooth. 


The engine’s decent low- 
and mid-range pull means you 
rarely have to change gear, but 
nevertheless the six-speed manual 
’box (there’s no auto option) is 
pretty slick. The new engine sounds 
quite good, too, but can be a little 
too intrusive when revved hard. 

Don’t buy a DS4 if you routinely 
want to carry adult passengers in 
the back. The rear seats are still

cramped and quite difficult to 
get in to, because of narrow door 
openings and a low roofline. The 
rear windows still don’t wind down 
either, which many passengers 
won’t like. You have to be careful 
with the door itself, too, because 
its long, pointed shape can 
occasionally cause it to clash with 
either you or whatever you’ve 
parked next to. 


The DS4 ’s cabin is otherwise 
conventional, barring its flashy 
trim. There’s enough space up 
front and a wide range of seating 
adjustments, but the seats could 
do with additional side support. 

Decent boot space 

Limited rear space aside, 
practicality is otherwise good 
thanks to a large boot that should 
accommodate most needs. The 
rear seats split and fold to further 
increase the room on offer as well. 

Prestige versions, which are the 
only ones offered with the 1.6-litre 
THP 210 engine, come with a 
decent amount of kit, including 
a satellite navigation and media 
system, Bluetooth, dual-zone 
climate control, DAB radio and 
cruise control. 

Many of the plastics and trims 
are easily marked, though, and 
there’s plenty of wind noise from 
the door mirrors at speed. 

Not easily recommended 

The DS4 certainly has some 
characteristics that may prove 
appealing to some, such as its 
distinctive styling and detailing. 

It also comes with plenty of 
equipment, while its powerful 
engine, wide range of options 
and personalisation features 
grant it an edge over similarly 
priced - or more expensive - rivals. 

However, none of this 
compensates for the fact that it 
isn’t very good to drive. Throw 
in the fact that the rear seats are 
cramped and difficult to access, 
and the oddities such as the lack 
of front grab handles or wind-down 
rear windows, and the result is 
somewhat of a disappointment.

Lexus GS F 

First drive Lexus’s answer to the BMW M5, Jaguar XFR-S and Mercedes-Benz E63 AMG 
Verdict Well priced, but gearbox foibles dampen its appeal

THE LEXUS GS E has a tough task 
ahead of it. It isn’t quite as fast or as 
powerful as key rivals such as the 
BMW Ms, Mercedes- AMG E63 and 
Audi RSy. Instead, the GS E is all 
about quality over quantity: a crisp, 
free-rewing, naturally aspirated V8 
engine where you might otherwise 
be ‘stuck’ with a turbo. 

The difference that makes on 
paper is between the Lexus’s 47ibhp 
and the peak outputs of said rivals, 
which in some cases now exceed 
6oobhp - and the deficit is greater 
still measured in terms of real- 
world, mid-range pulling power. 

Enhancements beneath the skin 

The chassis makeover for the GS E 
runs deep, with bracing added for 
extra body stiffness. Lightweight 
control arms, shorter and stiffer 
suspension springs, uprated 
dampers and igin forged wheels 
lend a tautness to the ride, and an 
agility and poise to the handling 
that’s as engaging as any rival’s. The 
car is stable and grippy under hard 


cornering and there’s plenty of 
steering feedback. 

What great super-saloons do, 
however, is go from a dawdling 
stride to a blistering pace with a 
laid-back, elastic kind of urgency; 
the GS E’s engine and gearbox 
aren’t quite up to that. The car is 
comparatively short on torque, so 
you regularly need full throttle to 
make it accelerate hard.

Meanwhile, gradually widening 
throttle openings tends to confuse 
the automatic gearbox, making it 
hunt through its ratios rather than 
picking one early and hunkering 
down. In manual mode, shifts come 
belatedly and sometimes abruptly. 

However, the engine sounds 
great at high revs, provided you 
remember to turn off the annoying 
in-cabin noise booster. 


Great driving position 

Inside, the GS E is very plush and 
solidly built. The leather-trimmed 
sports seats are superbly comfy 
and keep your backside in place 
even during hard driving. A widely 
adjustable electric steering column 
and well-located pedals help 
provide an ideal driving position. 

The instrument binnacle is busy, 
a little contrived and quite hard to 
read, with what may be the smallest 
analogue speedo in production. 

Adding to the complexity is the 
digital part of the display, featuring 
a central dial that changes function 
depending on selected drive mode, 
and trip computer screens on both 
sides of the panel. 

Lexus’s use of materials is, as 
normal, very skilful, and the fit and 
finish is beyond any reasonable 
reproach. So you sit in the GS E 
marvelling at the apparent quality 
on show, and the tasteful go-faster 
additions such as the Alcantara 
panel atop the dashboard. 

The back seats aren’t huge but are 
a good size, and the boot is useable 
but not particularly generous. 

An acquired taste 

The GS E isn’t the kind of four-door 
bruiser likely to win friends and 
influence people. It’s also probably 
a little bit too firmly sprung for 
some tastes and its handling isn’t 
quite good enough to make up for 
the shortcomings of its engine 
and transmission. 

Lexus has certainly got a way to 
go before it’ll tap the full alluring 
potential of that V8 engine for 
keener drivers, and further still 
before the GS E will present a 
credible threat to Germany’s ruling 
performance powers.

THE NEW M2 Coupe is the smallest 
and cheapest way into BMW’s M car 
line-up, and when the shsbhp 
rear-wheel-drive coupe goes on sale 
next April it’ll be the most powerful 
2 Series you can buy 

Power comes from a 3.0-litre, 
six-cylinder petrol engine that’s 
been heavily reworked by BMW’s 
M division to provide the sort of 
performance, response and 
character expected of an M car. 

As standard, the M2 comes with 
a six-speed manual gearbox which 
features a system that blips the 
throttle for you on downchanges. 
However, buyers can also choose 
a seven-speed DCT dual-clutch 
automatic gearbox that features 
a launch control function. 

Impressive performance stats 

BMW claims the manual M2 
accelerates from o-62mph in 
4.5sec. With the optional automatic 
’box that is reduced to 4.3sec. The 
car’s top speed is limited to issmph, 
although buyers can add a driver’s 
package that raises it to i68mph. 


The M2 is rear-wheel drive, as 
is traditional for M car models, 
whereas its two biggest rivals are 
four-wheel drive; the Audi RS3 
Sportback has 362bhp and covers 
o-62mph in 4.3sec, while the 
Mercedes-AMG A45 4Matic has 
376bhp and gets there in 4.2sec. 

The M2 is shorter, narrower and 
lower than the M3. It also rides on 
a largely bespoke chassis with front 
and rear tracks that are wider 

The M2 has 
a new front 
bumper, wide

While the current range-topper, 
the M235i, is available as a coupe 
and a convertible, the M2 will be 
launched as a coupe only. 

The M2 will cost from £44,070, 
which is significantly more than 
either the £39,995 Audi RS3 and 
£38,195 Mercedes-AMG A45 4Matic. 

At launch, it’s also unlikely that 
dealers will be offering any 
discounts on the M2. It’s worth 
noting that our Target Price team 
has been able to get discounts of 
£2500 on the M235i and £2000 on 
the M3, so expect savings on the M2 
to appear after a few months.

The new cabin is plush, trimmed 
in Nappa leather with extensive use 
of wood veneers and metallic 
surrounds, while the standard key 
has a 2.2in screen and can display a 
host of car-related information.

It's 
gimmicky but it works. Fortunately, 
the iDrive dial remains. With fully 
adjustable seats and lumbar 
support as standard, it’s very easy to 
get comfortable behind the wheel. 


sleeping policemen are nicely 
absorbed, but broken roads at low 
speeds bring about a fidget that’s 
difficult to ignore. 

That’s despite switching the 
Seven’s drive mode to ‘Comfort’ 
and our car being fitted with BMW’s 
£2450 Executive Drive Pro option. 
This is similar to Mercedes’ Magic 
Ride system, which studies the road 
ahead and slackens the suspension 
to glide over large bumps. 

Sport mode stiffens the 
suspension, adds weight to the 
steering and brings more urgency 
from the throttle and gearbox. With 
good balance and body control, 
and plenty of grip, the Seven is 
respectably proficient, although 
there’s still ultimately a detachment 
to the way it steers and handles. 

Still, when compared with its rivals, 
the 7 Series feels a more agile car at 
the front wheels. 

Performance is first-rate. The 
7 Series could hardly have a more 
ideal partner than the latest version 
of BMW’s superb 3.0-litre diesel

The all-new 7 Series, BMW’s luxury 
flagship saloon, is now in its sixth 
generation. Larger, lighter 
(thanks to its new carbonfibre 
construction), more efficient and 
loaded with the latest high-end 
tech, the new model is intended to 
bridge the considerable gap to the 
class-leading Mercedes S-Class. 

Available with four-wheel drive, 
and in hybrid format for the first 
time, the car comes in two sizes - 
the long-wheelbase version driven 
here being expressly limo-like. It’s 
available with a choice of six- 
cylinder petrol or diesel engines. 

Not exactly plain sailing 

We were impressed with the 
7 Series’ new-found levels of ride 
comfort when we drove it on the 
other side of the Channel. However, 
on the UK’s changeable road 
surfaces there’s evidence of the 
7 Series struggling to maintain 
composure. At higher speeds, 
things remain reasonably well 
settled, and large bumps such as

We have a holiday home in the 
Republic of Ireland where all speed 
limits are in km/h. We asked the 
dealer if it was possible to change 
the speedometer; apparently there 
is a conversion available to change 
the odometer and trip mileage to km, 
but they weren’t able to advise us 
whether this also applied to the 
speed readout. 

Not satisfied with this, I contacted 
The Mini internationai, the brand’s 
magazine. I was told that there is not 
enough space within the speedo 
binnacle to accommodate a km/h 
readout. What can I do with my car?

While we like to think our reviews 
give you a terrific idea of what a car 
will be like to live with, we always 
recommend that buyers drive the 
car they want to buy before signing 
on the dotted line, whether that car 
is newer used. 

This isn’t the first time we have 
heard of a reader having trouble 
getting hold of demonstrators. 

We published a feature on this 
subject at whatcar.com a while ago 
(bit.ly/WCartestdrive), and it seems 
that not much has moved on since 
then. Emphasise to your dealer that 
you are a serious buyer, and ask 
them to get a manual car from 
another dealership for you to drive. 
Make it clear that you are 
considering buying a rival SUV. 

VED tax change dilemma 

I can spend up to £40,000 on 
my next new car, but I understand 
that in April 2017 the car taxation 
system is changing. I’m wondering if 
it will be more cost-effective for me to 
buy my new car now, or whether I 
should wait until the new regulations 
come in? If I buy a new car in 2015 will 
I have to pay the new rate of VED 
after 1 April 2017, or will it be taxed on 
the current system?

What Car? says 

The 2017 new tax rates will apply 
only to vehicles registered on or 
after 1 April 2017. If you buy a new 
car today, the current VED rate will 
apply for the life of your car. 

The new system will still have 
bands for the first year of a car’s 
life. Cars that emit less CO 2 will pay 
less than more polluting cars; 
those that emit between 1g and 
50g of CO 2 per km will pay just £10, 
while those that emit more than 
255g/km will pay £2000 in VED in 
the first year. 

From year two, this will change 
so there are just three bands: Zero 
Emission, Standard and Premium. 
Only cars that emit no CO 2 will be

exempt, while all other cars will 
pay £140 a year. Owners of cars 
that cost more than £40,000 will 
pay a £310 premium for the next 
five years of their car’s life. The 
payment will then revert to £140 
from year seven of a car’s life. 

If the car you’re thinking of 
buying emits 150g/km or less of 
CO 2 you’ll pay less in tax over the 
car’s lifetime than if you wait until 
1 April 2017, no matter how long 
you end up keeping the car. It’s a 
similar story if you plan to keep 
your car for three years. In that 
case, you’re better off buying it 
before the new regulations, no 
matter how much CO 2 it emits. 

After that, there are a few 
circumstances where you’re better 
off waiting; for example, if you plan 
to buy a car that emits 226g/km of 
CO 2 or more and keep it for longer 
than four years. You’ll then end up 
paying less VED than you would 
under the current legislation. 

Equipment not as advertised 

Ford changed the standard 
equipment on the Mondeo Titanium 
model months ago but we’re only 
hearing about it now. The Titanium 
used to come with twin USB and a 
single AV input as standard but from 
May it comes with just a single USB 
port. What should customers like me, 
who placed their orders in good 
faith and now find the spec has 
changed, do?

Unfortunately, Shane, 
manufacturers can and do change 
the standard specification of their 
cars without warning. There is 
normally a line in the brochure that 
states that the information was 
correct at the time of going to print. 

We’d suggest speaking to your 
dealership and customer services 
to see if they can offer you some 
form of compensation or if the 
extra ports can be added as an 
aftermarket accessory.

THE ORIGINAL Xi was something 
of a trailblazer. It wasn’t the first 
small SUV with mainly on-road 
ambitions, but it was the first to 
wear a premium badge, and so it 
helped pave the way for one of 
the most lucrative markets in 
the modern car world. 

Mind you, while the old Xi 
might have been a pioneer, it was 
never a particularly good car, which 
is something this all-new model 
aims to remedy. Although based on 
the 2 Series Active Tourer, the Xi is 
higher riding than its MPV sibling 
and is available with four- as well as 
front-wheel drive, the former being 
under the spotlight here.

What are they like to drive? 

All three SUVs have 2.0-litre diesel 
engines with similar amounts of 
power. However, the Audi and BMW 
are lighter than the Evoque and that 
helps explain why both were 
significantly quicker than their rival 
in all of our acceleration tests. 

There was little to split the Q3 and 
Xi against the stopwatch, although 
the BMW’s automatic gearbox is 
smoother in slow-moving traffic 
and that bit more responsive when 
you ask for a burst of acceleration. 
The Range Rover’s is smooth 
enough in most situations, but 
there’s often a long pause between 
you pressing the accelerator pedal 
and the car surging forward, which 
can be rather unnerving when 
pulling on to roundabouts. 

The Audi and BMW are squatter 
than the Evoque, so it’s hardly 
surprising they’re that bit more 
agile. They suffer less body lean 
through corners and less nose-dive 
under braking, and both have more 
outright grip than the Range Rover. 
Put simply, the Evoque feels more 
like a big 4x4 and the German cars 
handle more like hatchbacks. 

That being the case, we question 
why Range Rover has opted for such 
quick steering; it makes the Evoque 
feel nervous, particularly along 
narrow country lanes. 

The Xi and ^ have slightly 
heavier steering, with the BMW’s 
being that little more precise and 
confidence-inspiring at speed. 

Ride comfort, rather than agile 
handling, will understandably be 
the priority for many buyers, and 
it’s here the Audi has a clear edge. 

It smoothes over lumps and bumps 
that bit better than the BMW, 
particularly over patchy surfaces. 

The Evoque is the least 
comfortable; you notice your head 
being jostled from side-to-side 
when driving along any road that 
isn’t perfectly smooth and, while 
the problem is at its worst around 
town, the Range Rover never quite 
settles - even on the motorway. 

If you spend a lot of time on the 
motorway, you’ll appreciate the 
Ob’s comparatively peaceful 
cruising manners - it recorded the 
lowest decibel reading at yomph. 

The Range Rover’s door mirrors 
whip up a fair amount of wind 
noise at speed, but that’s nothing 
compared with the din in the BMW; 
its road noise is bad enough to 
force you into a shouting match 
with your passengers. We only 
hope the issue was down to our test 
car’s non-standard run-fiat tyres 
(which are a £180 option), because 
it could prove a deal-breaker for 
anyone who regularly tackles long 
motorway journeys.

All Evoques have the B.Oin 
touchscreen pictured. However, 
if you want sat-nav functionality 
you’ll need to stump up at least 
£500; £1100 gets you a more 
feature-packed system with a 
built-in hard drive on which to store 
your music. Curiously, though, the 
more expensive system is actually 
slower to respond to screen presses. 
A digital TV is available on pricier 
trim levels only. 



What are they like inside? 

Getting comfortable isn’t tricky in 
any of these SUVs, although taller 
drivers may wish the Qb’s steering 
wheel dropped a little lower. 
Likewise, anyone tackling long 
journeys on a regular basis will 
bemoan the lack of adjustable 
lumbar support in both the Xi and 
Evoque, although this feature is at 
least available as an option. 

The previous Xi was distinctly 
underwhelming inside. Thankfully, 
this new model has a much classier 
interior; all the surfaces you touch 
regularly are of high quality and the 
majority of buttons and switches 
feel solid. In fact, only a lightweight 
gearlever lets the side down. 

The Audi’s interior isn’t as modern 
to look at (the Q3 has just had its 
fourth birthday, after all), but it 
equals the BMW for outright quality, 
with just as many high-class 
materials on show. The air-con 
controls are a weak point, mind; 
they’re fiddly to use. 

For sheer style and drama, the 
Evoque’s cabin leads the way, 
although some of the fixtures and 
fittings don’t feel quite as robust as 
you might hope. 

If you’re looking for a practical 
family car the Xi will appeal most. 

It’s the only one of the trio available 
with sliding rear seats which, for 
£195, help give far more rear knee 
room than is offered by the Audi or 
Range Rover. Our BMW test car had 
an optional (£945) panoramic glass 
roof fitted, and yet still matched its 
rivals for rear head room. 

It’s a similar story in the boot, with 
the Xi best not only for outright size 
but also ease of use. All three load 
bays are similarly wide and tall, but 
the Evoque’s is shortest and the 
BMW’s longest, even with its rear 
seats slid all the way back. 

Folding the Xi’s rear seats is 
a doddle; push a switch in the boot 
and they drop automatically, leaving 
a load bay free from steps. Dropping 
the rear seats in the Q3 or Evoque 
requires pulling a lever next to the 
rear headrest from inside the cabin, 
before hauling the seat forward. »

What will they cost? 

The 03 is the cheapest to start with 
and that remains the case after 
you’ve factored in the discounts all 
three manufacturers are prepared 
to offer. You’ll need an extra £960 
to buy the Xi while the Evoque 
will set you back a further £1293 
at the outset. 

However, while the Range Rover 
might be comparatively pricey to 
buy, strong desirability means it’ll 
pay you a lot of that cash back when 
you decide to sell. In fact, consider 
all the bills you’re likely to face over 
three years (and 36,000 miles) and 
the Evoque actually works out a 
cheaper proposition than the BMW. 

The Audi works out most 
cost-effective for private buyers, 
despite its slightly disappointing 
real-world fuel economy of 
4i.5mpg. The Xi proved marginally 
more frugal (42.7mpg), but our True 
MPG experts weren’t able to analyse 
the Evoque’s fuel economy in time 
for this test. 

It’s a different story if you’re a 
company car driver because the 
03 's relatively high CO2 emissions 
mean it’ll cost you the most each 
month in benefit-in-kind (BIK) tax. 
Over three years, and as a 40% rate 
taxpayer, you’ll sacrifice £530 less of 
your salary to run the Evoque. 
There’s a further £600 saving on 
offer if you choose the Xi. 

Disappointingly, though, the Xi 
is by far the most expensive of the 
trio to lease, at £421 a month. Our 
contract hire rate supplier charges 
£39 and £50 a month less for the 
03 and Evoque respectively. 

All three cars come with i8in 
alloys, climate control, automatic 
headlights and windscreen wipers 
and rear parking sensors, while only 
the 03 misses out on leather 
upholstery (part leather is standard) 
and heated front seats. 

A budget of £35,000 limits you 
to entry-level SE trim on the 
Evoque, but in some respects it 
actually betters its rivals for 
luxuries, thanks to standard-fit 
electric front seats, cruise control 
and front parking sensors. Then 
again, it’s the only one of the trio 
without a powered tailgate and 
full LED headlights, although 
both of these things are on the 
options list. »

BMW DIDN'T HAVE too much 
trouble selling the old Xi, in spite 
of its numerous shortcomings. So, 
this all-new and vastly superior 
model should positively fly out of 
showrooms - even considering its 
more optimistic asking price. 

It deserves to. The new Xi is 
remarkably spacious and practical 
by small SUV standards, and its 
classy interior and agile handling 
are also big draws. It's also well 
equipped, with luxuries such as 
sat-nav and heated leather seats 
included as standard on xLine trim.

It isn't perfect, mind. Our test car 
suffered from far too much road 
noise, which we hope was down to 
the non-standard run-flat tyres, 
although that remains to be seen. 
The previous Xi was also one of the 
least reliable cars in its class, which 
is a reputation this new version will 
want to shed quickly. 

The 03 takes second spot. Its 
more comfortable ride and superior 
refinement count in its favour, and 
it's the cheapest of the cars to buy 
and own privately. However, it isn't 
especially practical or generously 


equipped, hasn't proved especially 
reliable and it's the most expensive 
to run as a company car. 

The Evoque's chiselled looks have 
understandably seduced many 
buyers already, and if you buy 
one you're unlikely to feel short- 
changed. But compared with its 
rivals here, the Range Rover is 
average to drive and cramped 
inside, and while its new diesel 
engine undoubtedly improves 
refinement and reduces running 
bills, the competition have moved 
their game on, too.

HOT ON THE heels of Jaguar’s 
recently launched compact 
executive XE is its new large exec, 
the XE. It’s an all-new car, slightly 
shorter than the old one, but 
actually providing more room for 
those on board, while its 
contemporary underpinnings 
mean there are weight savings and 
efficiency gains across the range. 

Audi’s Ay Sportback is similarly 
priced and offers not just the high 
quality interior and eye-catching 
looks large executive buyers crave, 
but also a convenient hatchback 
boot and a generous standard 
equipment list. 

Setting the benchmark is our 
current favourite large executive: 
the BMW 5 Series. We’re testing it, 
like the other cars here, 
in 3.0-litre diesel form, and BMW’s 
aggressive pricing means that even 
in range-topping M Sport trim it 
undercuts its rivals on price. 
However, it’s been on sale for 
some time. Is it still competitive? » 
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Triple test 


What are they like to drive? 

Each car features a powerful 
3.0-litre diesel engine, but while the 
XF’s V6 is the most impressive on 
paper, on our damp test track it was 
the Ay with its quattro four- wheel- 
drive system that transferred its 
power to the road most effectively 
and posted the best o-6omph 
time. That said, all three cars will 
whisk you from so-yomph 
similarly briskly. 

There are greater differences in 
the way these cars handle, though. 
The Jag’s steering is lighter than the 
BMW’s, but quicker and every bit as 
precise, giving it the greater sense 
of agility. The 5 Series is certainly no 
slouch, proving an entertaining and 
unflustered companion along 
meandering B-roads, but the XF’s 
better body control makes it the 
more entertaining of the two 
rear-wheel-drive cars. 

Audi’s four-wheel drive system 
enhances the Ay’s traction and it 
works brilliantly on wet and 
slippery roads, but it’s a shame the 
car’s steering is a little vague around 
the straight ahead. 

Our XF test car rode on large, 
optional (£1200), 20in alloy wheels, 
but did an impressive job of 
smoothing out challenging broken 
roads. There’s a firmness to the way 
it rides, sure, but it’s compliant 
enough, never allowing its body to 
bob about, or the suspension to 
thump too uncomfortably. 

The BMW isn’t far behind. On its 
optional (£1230) igin alloy wheels 
and lower, stiffer M Sport 
suspension, though, it doesn’t 
smother bumps quite as effectively 
as the Jag. 

Our Ay test car was fitted with 
optional (£410) sports suspension, 
and its larger 20in alloy wheels 
meant the Audi’s ride was abrupt 
over expansion joints and cracked 
surfaces, sending more of a jolt 
through the cabin than in the other 
two cars. On this evidence, we 
would recommend sticking with 
the standard suspension. 

The Audi is pleasingly refined, 
however; its slippery shape helps 
minimise wind noise at speed, even 
if there is still some road noise from 
its large tyres. It’s the BMW that is 
ultimately the quietest, though, 
keeping engine noise at bay the 
best, while also shutting out road 
and wind noise better than the 
other two cars. 

The Jaguar is the worst here for 
refinement. There’s plenty of road 
noise from its tyres, and some wind 
noise too, and it also transmits the 
most vibrations through the wheel 
and pedals. On top of that the 
engine is the noisiest of the three, 
being especially gruff at low speeds.

The S.Oin screen (pictured) is part of 
the £2345 Technology pack, which 
most buyers add, and is an upgrade 
from the standard 6.5in screen. The 
pack also adds a head-up display, 
voice control, DVD player and online 
functions including Google Maps and 
WiFi. The screen is clear, well placed, 
and can retract into the dash, and the 
interface is mostly easy to use with 
the help of the shortcut buttons.

You don’t need to add any optional 
items to the XF’s infotainment 
system. The B.Oin touchscreen, USB 
input, voice control, online functions 
including WiFi, and excellent, 
powerful Meridian sound system 
(the best standard audio set-up here) 
makes for a comprehensive tally. It’s 
just a shame that the touchscreen 
can be a little slow to respond 
and that some of the settings and 
functions are tricky to find. 



What are they like inside? 

All of these cars have roomy, plush 
cabins, hut the BMW is immediately 
on the back foot because it has only 
part-electric front seat adjustment 
as standard; the Jaguar and Audi 
both have full electric front seat 
adjustment, including powered tilt 
and lumbar support adjustment, 
which together cost an extra £1225 
in the BMW. 

Still, all these cars’ seats have 
plenty of side support and a good 
amount of seat and wheel 
movement that’ll allow any driver 
to get comfortable, although some 
may wish that the Audi’s seat 
dropped lower. 

Two tall adults will be 
comfortable enough in the back of 
all three, but the Audi has the least 
rear head and leg room. The BMW 
has the most head room in the back, 
and taller side windows make it feel 
comparatively light and airy. The 
Jag is almost on a par with the BMW, 
though, because it has the most leg 
room, plenty of head room by any 
standard, and broad seat bases that 
offer plenty of thigh support. 

While the BMW might be best 
for rear passengers, it’s the only car 
here that doesn’t get split-folding 
rear seats as standard (they’re a £335 
option), and it has a slightly smaller 
boot than the others. 

Of course, being a hatchback 
rather than a saloon, the Audi has 
obvious practicality advantages. Its 
boot floor is a convenient square 
shape, the boot opening is huge, 
and with standard 40/20/40 split 
rear seats and a load bay more than 
2.0m long with them folded, it’s 
seriously versatile by the standards 
of this class. 

The XF’s saloon layout means 
that with the rear seats dropped 
you have an awkward, narrow 
aperture that makes it tricky to 
load bulky items, and you’re left 
with an annoying slope when 
folding down the rear seats. At least 
- as with the 530d - the boot is big 
enough for a large shopping load 
or a buggy. 

Visibility is best in the 5 Series, 
again thanks to its boxier shape 
yielding squarer windows and more 
upright, slimmer pillars. The Ay and 
XF both have bigger blind spots and 
chunky, raked front pillars that can 
obscure your view at junctions. 

The Audi and the BMW are best 
for perceived quality, but the Jag 
suffers from a few niggles. The light 
and wiper stalks feel a little cheap, 
and the sharp edges around the 
bases of the seats and exposed 
cables for the seat releases in the 
boot make it feel a notch down on 
the more high-quality feel of the 
Audi and BMW. »

What will they cost? 

The first and most obvious 
difference here is that, however 
you’re buying, the BMW is usefully 
cheaper than the others. If you’re in 
the unusual situation of wanting to 
buy one of these cars outright, 
negotiating will get you the 530d M 
Sport for around £iok less than the 
XF (which has almost no discounts 
because it’s so new), and around Tsk 
less than the Ay. 

It’s a closer fight when it comes to 
leasing, although the BMW is still 
the cheapest at £479 per month, 
while the Jag and Audi both come in 
at just less than £550. 

The BMW’s run of good value 
continues if you’re buying on 
finance. Put down a Tyk deposit on 
a three-year, 12,000-mile contract 
and you’ll pay £385 a month for the 
530d and £481 for the Audi Ay, 
thanks to deposit contributions. 
With no such incentives available on 
the Jag, it’ll cost you £719. 

A lower list price also makes the 
BMW the cheapest company car, 
with benefit-in-kind (BIK) tax 
costing £382 per month, compared 
with £423 for the Audi and £431 for 
the Jaguar. 

All of these cars are suitably well 
equipped, with sat-nav, Bluetooth, 
leather upholstery, auto lights and 
wipers, cruise and climate controls, 
front and rear parking sensors and 
heated front seats. However, the 
BMW is the only one that doesn’t get 
keyless entry and it has smaller 
alloys than its rivals, although it is 
alone in having metallic paint as 
standard. The Jag has the biggest 
colour screen and a reversing 
camera, but is otherwise eclipsed by 
the Ay, which gets four-zone climate 
control and full LED headlights and 
rear tail-lights. 

The Jaguar and Audi are yet to be 
crash tested by Euro NCAP, but the 
XE is the only one that gets lane 
departure warning, automatic 
emergency braking (below somph), 
and a system that displays the speed 
limit in front of the driver. The Ay 
has the least safety kit as standard, 
although Audi is the only one to 
offer rear side airbags as an option. 
All three have six airbags as 
standard and are rated equally 
highly by Thatcham for resisting 
break-ins and being stolen. »

CONSIDERING THAT IT’S been 
around for a few years now, the 
BMW 5 Series still feels like a pretty 
fresh design. 

It continues to lead the way in 
terms of refinement - a hugely 
important area for large executive 
car buyers - while its iDrive 
infotainment system remains one 
of the best in its latest form, thanks 
to upgrades made to it since the 5 
Series was first launched in 2010. 

What really seals the deal for the 
BMW, though, is the fact that these 
strengths are combined with

incredible value. Not only is it by 
far the cheapest to buy with cash, it 
also makes the most financial sense 
for company car drivers. 

The XF snatches second place 
from the Audi and thoroughly 
deserves its four stars. It manages 
to be even more fun to drive than 
the BMW, and yet somehow it rides 
more comfortably than both of its 
rivals. Its superb driving position 
and generous standard kit list also 
earn it bonus points. 

It’s a shame, then, that the Jag’s 
refinement and interior quality are 


some way behind the other two, 
and that it’s also comparatively 
expensive to run. 

It’s third place here for the Audi, 
but it certainly doesn’t disgrace 
itself. It has the smartest interior 
of the trio, and the most practical 
boot, too; it’s also the most 
generously equipped. Sadly, in this 
company, it’s the least comfortable 
and, despite the added benefit of 
four-wheel drive, the least 
enjoyable to drive. It also comes 
with the shortest list of standard 
safety equipment.

With a host of recent revisions, 

is the 3 Series good enough to 

hold on to its crown? 


THE PAST i8 months have been 
something of an executive saloon 
car fest. The Mercedes-Benz C-Class 
kicked things off in 2014 and was 
followed by the Jaguar XE earlier 
this year. Only weeks ago we put the 
heavily revised BMW 3 Series under 
the spotlight and now it’s the turn 
of the all-new Audi A4. 

This new A4 is longer, wider and 
lighter than the car it replaces, with 
a range of improved engines that 
offer more performance and better 
fuel efficiency. 

In our November 2015 issue we 
awarded the BMW 320d M Sport top 
spot in a group test that included 
the XE 2.od R Sport, so it seemed 


only fitting to pitch the winner 
against its Audi equivalent - the A4 
2.0 TDl 190 S line. 

What are they like to drive? 

Both cars have 2.0-litre diesel 
engines that produce identical 
amounts of peak power and torque, 
with maximum torque being 
available from just lysorpm. 

That low- rev pulling power 
means both cars provide similarly 
effortless acceleration in relaxed 
driving, although the Audi feels 
gutsier when you put your foot 
down hard and was ultimately 
quicker against the stopwatch in 
all of our acceleration tests. This is 
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probably a result of it being the 
lighter car, although the fact its 
seven-speed automatic gearbox 
reacts more snappily to kickdown 
requests than the 3 Series’ eight- 
speed ‘box also helps with high- 
speed overtakes. Mind you, the 
BMW’s ’box is slightly smoother in 
traffic and when parking. 

Both cars resist body lean well 
through corners, but the rear- 
wheel-drive 3 Series is more fun on 
a twisting B-road thanks to its more 
playful handling. However, the A4’s 
steering is just as precise, and its 
weighting actually feels more 
natural than the overly heavy 
optional Servotronic set-up that

was fitted to our 32od test car. The 
BMW’s brakes could also do with 
more feel. 

Both cars ride more firmly than 
they do in cheaper trims, although 
you can opt for an A4 S line with 
comfort suspension for no extra 
charge - we’d recommend doing so. 
Even more sophisticated adaptive 
dampers are optional on both cars, 
which allow you to vary the 
stiffness of the suspension by 
pressing a button. Our test BMW 
had these whereas the Audi didn’t. 

Switch the BMW’s adaptive 
suspension to Comfort mode and 
it’ll take the sting out of most rutted 
surfaces, with a settled ride at 
motorway speeds. Our Audi dealt 
well with speed bumps, but was a 
little too firm to dial out small 
undulations as effectively, which 
meant it fidgeted more, particularly 
at motorway speeds. 

That said, the Audi’s cabin is 
that bit quieter. Its engine is 
considerably smoother than the 
BMW’s and there’s far less wind 
noise and marginally less road 
noise at speed. 

What are they like inside? 

Historically, Audi is the master of 
the well-appointed interior, but 
rather than rest on its laurels it’s 
really pushed the boat out here. 

The finish is exquisite and the 
switchgear feels almost aviation- 
grade in quality; the rotary heater 
controls, for example, have a 
particularly satisfying precision. 
Mind you, after BMW’s recent 
upgrades there’s little wrong with 
the 3 Series’ interior, beyond Audi 
setting the bar higher. 

Both cars have decent driving 
positions, although the pedals 
are offset slightly to the right. 
Otherwise, the ergonomics are 
sound and forward visibility is 
good. The view behind in both cars 
is more limited because of thick 
rear pillars, but they both come 
with rear parking sensors.

in corners, while the Audi’s 
standard lumbar adjustment offers 
better lower back support. There’s 
plenty of head and leg room in 
both, but the Audi’s cabin is slightly 
wider and feels more airy. 

Audi and BMW make the best 
infotainment systems on the 
market today. Both have crystal- 
clear screens with excellent 
graphics, navigated via a simple 
rotary controller by the gear levers. 
Ultimately, though, the BMW’s 
system just edges it thanks to 
snappier responses and slightly 
more intuitive menus. 

Despite Audi emphasising the 
extra room offered by its new A4, 
the saloon still can’t quite match 
the rear leg room in the 3 Series 
- although it’s still fine by class 
standards. Both have adequate rear 
head room, but if you’re much 
more than six feet tall you’ll find 
your head brushing the ceiling. 

You wouldn’t want to be three 
abreast for long in the back of 
either, though; there’s a distinct 
dearth of shoulder room, and the 
middle passenger has to straddle a 
high central tunnel and sit on a 
firmer raised seat. 

Both boots hold 480 litres; that’s 
good enough to fit a large suitcase 
with room to spare. However, the 
A4 ’s load bay is squarer with a very 
usable one metre width 
throughout, while the BMW’s 
narrows towards the rear seats. 

You also have to pay extra for 
split-folding rear seats in the BMW; 
Audi gives you these as standard.

What will they cost? 

If you are a business user there’s 
hardly anything in it. Leasing costs 
over three years and 10,000 miles 
per annum are exactly the same, at 
£391 per month. Over three years 
you’ll pay just £342 less in company 
car tax if you choose the A4. 

For the time being private buyers 
will get a better discount on the 3 
Series - our research says this could 
be as much as £2700, compared 
with the £1600 you’ll save on the A4. 
Three years and 36,000 miles later, 
expect the BMW to have cost you 
around £600 less in depreciation, 
too. If you prefer the finance option, 
the A4 comes out cheaper by £14 
per month, on a three-year, 
10,000-mile-per-year PCP deal. 

The Audi’s insurance group 
hasn’t been confirmed but, using 
the old car as a guide, this new A4 
should work out slightly cheaper to 
insure than the 3 Series. Servicing 
costs over three years and 12,000 
miles will also be lower - by around 
£500 - but the Audi will cost you 
around £300 more in fuel. For 
private buyers paying cash, just a 
few hundred pounds separates the 
total cost over three years, the BMW 
coming out more favourably. 

Equipment levels are broadly 
similar. Essentials such as 
satellite-navigation, a DAB radio 
and Bluetooth are standard in both, 
as are luxuries such as climate and 
cruise controls. However, the Audi 
bolsters this with rear climate 
control and xenon headlights, 
while the BMW gets full leather 
upholstery, rather than the Audi’s 
part-leather, as standard. 

Euro NCAP awarded the BMW a 
five- star crash safety rating, while 
the Audi is yet to be tested. 

Meanwhile, security experts 
Thatcham concluded that both cars 
were equally secure, scoring top 
marks for guarding against theft, 
and four out of five for resisting 
being broken into. 

Disappointingly, neither the Audi 
or BMW scored well in our most 
recent reliability survey. However, 
both cars come with a three-year 
warranty, with no mileage cap on 
the BMW, whereas Audi limits you 
to 60,000 miles. 
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Split-folding rear seats are an option on the BMW but standard with the Audi. 
Full-leather M Sport seats are included, though, and offer good side support 




The 3 Series has more rear leg room, and, like the Audi, good head room for all 
but the very tall.

OUR VERDICT 


The BMW’s reign didn’t last long. However the margins are fine and 
the 3 Series can still claim to be the keen driver’s choice. 

The new A4 matches the BMW, pound for pound, in many areas, 
while just sticking its nose in front in terms of quality, refinement, 
and the fact that safety kit such as city braking is included as standard. 
Both cars are very good, but as an all-rounder the A4 is just that little bit 
better and easier to live with.

Vauxhairs new hatch takes on one of its most popular rivals

THE NEW VAUXHALL Astra proved 
its mettle last month, when a diesel 
version saw off the superh Skoda 
Octavia and the fun-driving Eord 
Eocus. However, this time we’re 
testing the 1.4-litre turbocharged 
petrol version in upmarket SRi 
Nav trim. It will strike more of a 
chord with private buyers, thanks 
to the competitive finance deals 
that are available, its potent 
performance and the impressive 
list of standard kit. 

VauxhalTs newcomer faces the 
sharp-suited Seat Leon ER, which 
has long been one of our favourite 
petrol hatchbacks. Like the Astra, 
the Leon gets plenty of creature 


comforts as standard, including 
satellite navigation. The Seat costs 
slightly more than the Vauxhall to 
buy, but betters it for fuel efficiency. 

What are they like to drive? 

Both cars pump out an identical 
I48bhp, but it’s the Astra that 
accelerates up to speed more 
briskly. Its engine pulls strongly 
from low revs right up to the 
redline, and its o-6omph time 
of S.isec isn’t far behind that of 
some hot hatchbacks. That said, 
the Leon is almost as nippy and its 
engine delivers its power slightly 
more progressively, which makes it 
the easier car to drive smoothly. 
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You can vary the weight of the 
steering in both cars by pressing 
a button on the dashboard, but 
regardless of which setting you 
choose, the Leon's offers more 
feedback. There’s also a bit more 
bite from the Seat’s front tyres as 
it turns in to corners and a little 
less body lean - all things that 
make the Leon more rewarding 
and enjoyable to drive. 

Mind you, the Astra is still 
remarkably agile, and doesn’t object 
to being hustled through a series 
of corners at a decent pace. It’s just 
a pity that, even with the steering 
in its heavier Sport setting, it’s 
a little too light and the weight

doesn’t build quickly enough 
when you turn the wheel. 

We wouldn’t describe the ride 
in either car as supple, although 
neither borders on being 
uncomfortable, even on badly 
surfaced roads. The Leon is 
marginally the more forgiving 
over ruts and potholes, despite 
the optional i8in alloys fitted to 
our test car. It also generates less 
suspension noise. 

Refinement will be a big incentive 
for buying these engines over their 
diesel alternatives. The Astra’s 
engine is particularly quiet, but 
both are smooth-revving and 
hushed - even when they’re 
worked fairly hard. 

Wind noise is better suppressed 
in the Astra, but the vague clutch 
and slightly woolly brake response 
make smooth progress that bit 
harder than it is in the Seat. The 
Vauxhall also has a slightly sloppier 
gearshift, although it is at least light 
and easy to use. 

What are they like inside? 

Both cars have generally 
comfortable driving positions 
with a good range of adjustment, 
although the Astra’s seats don’t 
hold you in place as well as the 
Seat’s through corners. Vauxhall 
also charges £250 extra for 
adjustable lumbar support to 
aid long-distance comfort, an 
important feature that the Leon 
comes with as standard. 

The Vauxhall’s dashboard 
feels that bit classier, too, thanks 
to its tactile mix of soft-touch 
plastics and metal-effect materials. 
However, while the Seat’s interior 
is a bit dour by comparison and 
its switchgear slightly flimsier, 
it has fewer buttons to get your 
head around. The controls for the 
air-conditioning system are more 
straightforward, too. 

The Leon’s 6.5in colour 
touchscreen (which is part of the 
Technology Pack that Seat throws 
in for free with all Leon FRs bought 
privately) is also fairly simple to »

operate, although there’s often 
a rather long delay between you 
pressing the display and the 
system responding. The Astra’s 
S.oin touchscreen is that little bit 
quicker to react to commands, 
is brighter and easier to see in 
sunny conditions and is just 
as user-friendly. 

Both of these cars will keep 
taller back-seat passengers happy 
enough, but the Astra has more 
leg and shoulder room, and its 
rear seats feel altogether less 
claustrophobic because taller side 
windows allow in more light. 

The bags from a big grocery 
shop won’t present a problem 
whichever of these hatchbacks 
you choose; both have similarly 
capacious luggage areas, and 
while the Leon’s boot is longer, 
the Astra’s is slightly taller. 
Annoyingly, though, both cars have 
big lips at their boot entrances that 
you have to negotiate, which makes 
loading and unloading heavy items 
awkward. Folding the 60/40 split 
rear seats in either car leaves an 
annoying step in the floor of the 
extended load bay, too. 

What will they cost? 

The Astra has the cheaper brochure 
price, but after haggling healthy 
discounts (and matching our Target 
Prices) there’s just £50 between 
the cost of the two cars. Even after 
factoring in the bills you’re likely to 
face during three years and 36,000 
miles - servicing, fuel, insurance 
and depreciation - there’s barely 
anything between them.

If you’re planning to buy on 
finance it’s a close-run thing, too. 
Put down a £4000 deposit and 
sign up to a three-year PCP deal 
and you’ll pay £249 a month for 
the Astra and £228 for the Seat. 
You’ll have to pay a whopping final 
‘balloon’ if you want to own either 
car at the end of the agreement, 
although most will choose this 
point to upgrade. 

Lower CO2 emissions make the 
Seat cheaper to run as a company 
car, even if you can’t persuade 
the dealer to throw in the £1085 
Technology Pack for free - it’s 
something they’ll do automatically 
if you’re a private buyer. However, 
the Vauxhall is cheaper to lease at 
£195 per month, compared with 
£253 for the Seat. 

Both cars have 17-inch alloy 
wheels, air conditioning, cruise 
control and multifunction steering 
wheels as standard. The Astra also 
has automatic headlights and 
rain-sensitive wipers (these cost 
£200 on the Leon), but the Seat 
counters with front and rear 
parking sensors, LED headlights 
and climate control. Satellite 
navigation, a DAB radio, a USB 
socket and Bluetooth handsfree 
and audio streaming are included 
as standard on both, but the 
Vauxhall comes with the excellent 
Apple CarPlay smartphone-syncing 
feature as standard, which adds 
£150 to the price of the Leon. 

The Astra hadn’t been crash 
tested by Euro NCAP at the time 
of writing, but it comes with six 
airbags and will display the speed 
limit of the road you’re driving 
down on the instrument dial. 

It will also sound an alert if you 
wander out of your lane without 
indicating, and at low speeds 
it’ll brake automatically if it 
senses you’re about to run into 
the car in front. 

The Seat’s driver’s knee ’bag 
takes its airbag count up to seven, 
and the £500 optional Safety Pack 
Plus 1 adds lane-keep assist and 
a system that alerts you if it 
thinks you’re too tired to drive. 
Disappointingly, radar-assisted 
automatic emergency braking 
isn’t available, even as an option. 
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The Astra’s boot is fine for a big weekly shop, but it has a high load lip. The 
driving position is good, but it’s well worth adding optional lumbar adjustment

OUR VERDICT 


These are two very closely matched, great- value family hatchbacks. If 
you’re keen on having the latest driver aids, or consider practicality 
a priority, the surefooted and comfortable Astra is a great choice. 

However, the sharp-looking Seat is more satisfying to drive, has the 
better driving position and offers slightly better PCP finance deals and 
fuel economy. Things are rarely this closely matched, even in this 
hard-fought class, so the Seat wins by only the smallest of margins.

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Vauxhall Corsa 

The new Corsa had a tough fight on its hands to beat the Ford Fiesta. Did it succeed?

COMPETITION IN THE small car 
sector has never been hotter, as 
manufacturers try to usurp the 
Eord Eiesta from its position at the 
top of the sales charts. The latest 
challenge has come from VauxhalTs 
fourth-generation Corsa, which 
arrived on our test fleet in March. 

This revitalised, refreshed Corsa 
had six months in our hands to 
prove it could surpass the Fiesta 
on everyday practicality, driving 
fun and running costs. 

Straight away, I found there was 
one area where the Vauxhall 
outshone its opponents: its engine. 
The iisbhp i.o-litre engine might be 
small, but it is definitely mighty. 


Most impressive is that all of its 
i22lb ft of pulling power is available 
from just iSoorpm; great for a 
speedy getaway from lights and 
junctions. The engine is also quiet 
and refined, even more so than the 
Fiesta’s three-cylinder equivalent. 
I’d say. One point to the Corsa, then. 

We opted for a relatively 
high-spec model in SRi VX-Line 
specification, which includes 
extras such as lyin alloy wheels, 
a touchscreen infotainment 
system, sports pedals and sports 
suspension. In retrospect. I’d say 
that lesser trims would offer better 
value for money, because they still 
come with air-conditioning and 
cruise control. 

The three-door Corsa impressed 
me with its looks, though. It’s 
always difficult to make a small 
hatchback stand out from the 
crowd, but the Corsa’s front-end 
design certainly catches the eye. 


It’s far from sporty - despite the 
addition of a boot-mounted spoiler 
- but it is stylish. 

However, although the Corsa 
looks good in three-door form, 
getting into and out of it proved a 
hassle. Collecting my family from a 
late-night airport run in the winter 
involved having to push the front

seats forwards and force adults to 
clamber into the rear. Not the most 
practical solution. The boot couldn’t 
take two suitcases, either, meaning 
one had to be propped up behind 
the driver’s seat. 

There were some technical issues, 
too. My first trip in the car was into 
central London, so I downloaded 
Vauxhall’s Bring&Go navigation 
app to my phone. The app connects 
to the car’s IntelliLink infotainment 
system, theoretically bringing full 
navigation to the Corsa. My 
experience was only partially 
successful. It took three attempts 
to download the app to my iPhone, 
and it couldn’t find my fiat. No 
surprise to find the app has just 
a two-star rating on the Apple app 
store, then. 

We also had a few issues with the 
car’s interior quality. On the surface, 
it looked good, with more soft- 
touch plastics and less of the 
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Slick styling caught Darren’s eye Bring&Go app was disappointing 


obvious cost-saving of previous 
Corsas. However, the sports pedals 
of our car soon suffered a mishap; 
after just a few weeks the clutch 
pedal covering fell off. 

The Corsa also suffered a 
mechanical hiccup in its time 
with us. It was left in a car park 
once for a period of two weeks, 
during which time its battery went 
flat. A jump start got it going again, 
but also brought an ESC warning 
light. Fortunately, this warning light 
disappeared after a few short drives. 

Unsurprisingly, the Corsa felt 
most at home in town. Its small 
dimensions and peppy i.o-litre 
engine made it the urban runabout 
of choice on the What Car? fleet. 

A particular highlight was its 'city' 
steering button, which lightened 
the Corsa’s steering effort. 

As with most i.o-litre cars, 
however, the Corsa took some 
getting used to, especially in 
relation to its six-speed manual 
gearbox. 1 found 1 kept the Corsa in 
a lower gear than was suggested by 

Corsa’s precise gearbox and sprightly motor made driving in town a breeze the trip computer in search of more 

power; religiously following the 
suggested gear commands made 
the Corsa’s progress feel laboured. 
Vauxhall’s gearbox is a joy to use, 
though, providing slick changes. 

The Corsa’s fuel economy was 
also disappointing. Despite our best 
efforts, we couldn’t come anywhere 
close to the official government 
claimed urban average figure of 
Getting into these seats was tricky Room for one suitcase, but not two 47.impg, managing a best of 





Official urban average fuel figures claim 47.1mpg, but we only managed to get 42.1 in our six months with the Corsa 


42.impg. Our True MPG test 
revealed an even bigger discrepancy 
between the official figures and 
our real-world ones. Official 
government test figures say the 
Corsa will return up to sy.hmpg, 
but our testers managed sg.gmpg. 
It’s worth noting that the Corsa 
isn’t extraordinary in that variation, 
though; the i.o-litre Fiesta also has 
a 30% variation. 

So the big question, then. Should 
the Corsa feature on your shopping 
list of small, affordable hatchbacks? 
Certainly. It’s stylish, full of 
innovative features and comes with 
an impressive array of engines. 

In the long term I’d still prefer the 
Fiesta, but it’s clear that Vauxhall 
has come closer than ever to taking 
class leadership away from Ford.

AFTER 12 MONTHS and almost 
5000 miles, it's time for our Logan 
MCV to return to Dacia. Its estate 
car body means it has served its 
time as a workhorse, mostly 
shared among the What Car? 
team for various house moves, 
weekend camping and trips to 
DIY stores. 

In fact the Logan had been with 
me for barely a week when 1 put it 
to use with a huge tip run after a 
garage clearance session; the 
sizeable boot barely blinked. 


With the rear seats in place, there 
are 573 litres of capacity on offer; 
fold them down and you open up 
an incredible 1518 litres. Add the 
fact that the boot is lined with 
super-practical wipe-clean rubber, 
and 1 never felt guilty about loading 
it with bags of garden waste, muddy 
bikes and wellies. 

The retractable boot cover was 
sturdy enough to rest light objects, 
such as a suit bag, safely on top and 
the rest of my stuff fitted in the 
cavernous space below, so 1 never 
had to worry about getting creases 
in my smart clothes. 

However, there's more to the 
Logan MCV than its sizeable 
derriere. There's no denying the 
value for money, and although the 
interior is pretty basic, it's proved 


perfectly fine for my husband and 
me, plus our rapidly growing boys, 
aged nine and seven. 

My previous long-termer had 
been a Suzuki SX4 S-Cross SUV, 
which gave me a higher driving 
position. This was something 1 was 
worried about losing with the 
switch to the Logan MCV, but in 
reality the visibility was a lot better 
than I'd expected. Nonetheless, it 
was good that 1 was able to adjust 
the seat height to help my view out. 

Engine starting was occasionally 
an issue, because it took a couple of 
turns of the key to get the motor 
running. Once on the move, 
though, the Logan MCV was light 
and easy to drive. 1 sometimes 
forgot 1 was in an estate, because it 
never felt huge on the road. 


However, 1 was disappointed with 
the ride quality, which was far from 
cosseting. This wasn't ideal because 
1 live in a suburban area with lots of 
speed bumps.

Parking was reasonably 
straightforward, though, helped 
immeasurably by the optional 
rear parking sensors. Every time 
1 went to park the car 1 was glad 
we’d specified them. At £250, they 
were worth every penny. 

However, in the confines of a 
multi-storey car park, the Logan 
MCV still felt quite sizeable. It’s an 
estate, so you have to leave a certain 
gap to be able to get to the boot with 
all your shopping. The problem is 
that this means the nose sticks out 
of the space, so most of the time 
1 ended up parking nose-in. 

The cabin was roomy, if a little 
plain and uninteresting, and the 
kids never complained about a 
shortage of leg room. However, 
the plastics on the steering wheel, 
gearlever and handbrake felt 
downright cheap. 

As a no-frills family car, there’s 
no denying the Logan MCV is 
great value for money, especially 
considering the equipment it 
comes with. 1 would recommend it 
to anyone on a tight budget with 
similar needs. You can pick one up 
for less than £7000; our range- 
topping model was loaded with 
extras and still came in at only 
£11,840, which is around £4200 
less than what you’d pay for a 
diesel-engined Seat Ibiza estate. 

The big Dacia’s smooth engine 
offered just enough poke, but on 
faster motorway journeys there was 
a lot of wind noise; a little more

sound-deadening material would 
have been welcomed. It wasn’t great 
to drive, either, with too much body 
roll, unsupportive seats and very 
little feel from the steering. At least 
fuel economy was respectable, with 
an average of 52.6mpg in our hands. 

All in all, despite the attractive list 
price, the Logan MCV probably isn’t 
a car 1 would choose again because 
it simply isn’t very nice to drive. 1 
appreciate that the boot comes into 
its own when you need it to swallow 
holiday luggage or a couple of 
muddy bikes, but as an everyday car 
it wouldn’t be top of my list.

THIS MAY SEEM an odd complaint 
from the custodian of a sm-long 
behemoth of a luxury saloon, but 
Tve found one area of the Porsche 
Panamera that leaves me less than 
satisfied: practicality. 


I should point out that it is 
unashamedly a plush four-seater, 
with an individual bucket seat for 
each occupant - and very 
comfortable they are, too. There 
are enough oddment storage areas, 
including an armrest bin between 
the rear seats. Tve also yet to find 
anyone who's not been blown away 
by the solidity and quality of the 
materials, either - the Panamera's 
cabin is a beautiful place. 



Still, a couple of elements have 
caught me out. The first glitch is 
the depth of the Porsche's back 
seats, which means that my son's 
rear-facing child seat sits at a 
peculiar angle when hooked into 
the Isofix points. I've solved that by 
switching to one of Porsche's own 
'Tequipment' seats (it costs around 
£300) but even so, you could end 
up having to fork out for a more 
suitable child seat if yours has 
the same problem as mine. 

The second, bigger issue is the 
boot, which takes a hit of about no 
litres when the extra tech involved 
in the S E-Hybrid is factored in. 
Instead of the 445 litres on offer 
in a conventionally powered 
Panamera you get 335, and while 
that still sounds like a reasonable 
amount, the actual load bay is long 
and fairly shallow. It also has to 
accommodate the charging cable. 

As a result. I've found it easier to 
load my nipper's MacLaren buggy 
into our long-term Skoda Eabia 
than the Panamera, which seems 
crazy for a car that only just fits into 
a UK supermarket car park space.

I'VE ALWAYS HAD fairly extreme 
automotive tendencies. One night 
I'll fancy a blast in the ferocious 
Renault Megane 275 Trophy Coupe, 
the next I'll want the tranquillity of 
the pure-electric Kia Soul EV.

It's 
always seemed a bit bland for my 
tastes, with neither the Megane's 
focus nor the Soul EV's serenity. 
However, I've now discovered that 
its breadth of ability is so wide that 
it (just) caters to both of my more 
disparate motoring needs.

Eor example, one of my trips was 
a blast up to Saxmundham, near 
the Suffolk coast. The journey had 
a mix of roads that encompassed 
motorway, some dual carriageway 
sprinkled with a few roundabouts, 
and stretches of single carriageway 
that meandered through the 
beautiful Suffolk lowlands. 

My other two choices would have 
been fine for parts of the trip, but 
not the whole thing. The Megane 
would've been a hoot on the 
twistier sections near the end of 
the trip, but harder work on the 
snarled-up M25. The Kia would have 
been bliss in the congestion, but 
out-of-sorts on the twistier bits. It 
would most likely have needed a 
recharging stop, too. 

The Golf handled it all perfectly. 

It was easy to manage the light 
clutch and well- weighted controls 
when stuck in queues. Equally, the 
handling was settled and fluid on 
the A- roads that seemed like heaven 
after the M25. It proved that the 
Golf truly is the Swiss army knife 
of cars - a beautifully made and 
multi-purpose tool.

THERE ARE MOMENTS you always 
remember, and at the turn of 2015 
I distinctly recall the arguments 
raging in the office as to whether 
the new Skoda Fabia or Hyundai i20 
should win a group test. It was a 


significant decision, because 
whichever prevailed was likely to 
be named our Car of the Year. 

In the end the Skoda emerged 
victorious. It eclipsed the Hyundai, 
just. It was close, however: the i20 is 
more practical, more refined and 
very well equipped, as well as 
cheaply priced. I certainly wouldn’t 
argue if you chose the i20. 

I was reminded of all this recently 
as I breezed around the suburbs at 


the wheel of the i20. It really makes 
light work of mundane journeys, 
with only a slightly jittery ride 
undermining an otherwise 
polished performance. There is a 
lightness to its steering and pedals 
that makes every journey a doddle, 
especially fiddly ones in town. 

As a result, I also found myself 
pondering the quandary Hyundai 
finds itself in. There’s no question 
that its cars are better than its 
reputation, so how the firm tries to 
make the transition from being 
considered as just another car 
maker to one that people boast 
about owning is going to be 
fascinating to watch. 

For now, though, it’s best to let 
the cars do the talking, and the i20 
is a fine example of Hyundai at 
close to its best. There’s more to 
come, of course (emissions could be 
better, the infotainment system is 
too low-rent and that ride needs a 
few degrees of refinement) but 
with Target Price discounts now 
sitting between £500 and £1000 
depending on model, it’s a good 
time to buy a great car.

Contract hire and leasing 

We tell you about fitting accessories, maintenance deals and PCP vs contract hire 


WHAT’S THE DIFFERENCE 
BETWEEN RUNNING A 
CARON CONTRACT HIRE 
AND LEASING? 

Contract hire is actually a form of 
leasing - effectively it is an operating 
lease. ‘Leasing’ is a general, catch-all 
term that includes finance lease 
and lease purchase, as well as 
contract hire. 

I’M SELF-EMPLOYED AND 
WANT A CAR FOR MOSTLY 
BUSINESS USE. 

Should I go for contract hire or 
investigate a PCP? 

Personal contract hire isn’t proving 
as popular as personal contract 
purchase (PCP) among private 
individuals and the self-employed. 
Monthly payments are often broadly 
similar, but at the end of the deal a 
PCP gives you the flexibility to own 
the car for an extra lump sum or, 
potentially, a bit of cash to put 
towards a deposit on another PCP 
deal. If you find you want or need to 
terminate the deal early, PCP usually 
offers an advantage, too. With 
contract hire, early termination 


typically carries a penalty of 50% 
of the outstanding rental. The 
penalties on a PCP are usually 
comparatively small. 

If you are VAT-registered, though, 
you can reclaim 50% of the VAT on 
the finance costs of contract hire and 
100% of the VAT on a maintenance 
agreement. With a PCP, you can’t 
reclaim VAT. In some cases, this can 
make contract hire the better bet, 
but for most buyers, PCP offers the 
more attractive route. 

DOES IT MAKE SENSE TO TAKE 
OUT A WITH MAINTENANCE’ 
AGREEMENT WHEN BUYING? 

Companies tend to go for a 
maintenance agreement because it 
makes budgeting easier, is less 
hassle and can reduce 
administration. For private 
individuals, the fixed monthly cost 
can also be reassuring, but you 
should also work out whether it is 
cheaper to pay for your own 
maintenance. Use the What Car? 
data pages to help estimate costs. 

Generally, the higher your 
mileage, the more viable a 


maintenance agreement becomes 
for a single individual. Annual 
mileage of 20,000 miles or more 
can swing it in favour of 
a maintenance package. As well as 
the potential of extra servicing and 
wear and tear with higher mileage, 
many warranties run out at 60,000 
miles. If you’re leasing an older car, 
consider maintenance. The warranty 
will probably run out before the end 
of the contract and while the best 
leasing firms source nearly new cars 
from main dealers, others may 
supply from less reputable origins. 

So do your sums, then balance 
any cost difference against the pros 
and cons. 

WHAT HAPPENS IF I FIT 
ACCESSORIES TO A CAR ON 
CONTRACT HIRE? 

You need to get the permission of 
the leasing company before you 
add accessories, such as mobile 
phone kits or tow bars. Before you 
return the car at the end of the 
contract, it is up to you to remove 
these accessories and make good 
any damage.

The best firms follow British 
Vehicle Rental and Leasing 
Association guidelines. Some 
won’t charge if the cost of 
damage is below a set figure.

Should I pay finder’s fees, or pay up front? 


A BROKER CAN SUPPLY ME 
WITH A NEW BMW X5 SOONER 
THAN MY LOCAL DEALER CAN. 
Is this possible? 

The broker might have pre-ordered 
one on the basis he’d be able to find a 
buyer, or he may have a cancelled 
order. Ask to see proof, though, and 
get the delivery date in writing, too. 

A BROKER IS CHARGING ME A 
FINDER’S FEE OF £1000. 

Is this right? 

Shop elsewhere. There is nothing to 
stop brokers charging finder’s fees, 
but, as a general rule, most reputable 
brokers earn their commission from 
the dealer, not the customer. 

IS IT SAFE TO PAY THE BROKER 
BEFORE rVE TAKEN DELIVERY? 

The safest options are to pay the 
dealer directly, or into an ‘escrow’ 
holding account until the car is ready 
for delivery. Always get written proof. 

WHAT FINANCE AND 
WARRANTY CAN I EXPECT? 

A broker can refer you to a dealer for 
finance. Every new car should come 


with a full manufacturer’s warranty. 
WHERE DO BROKERS SOURCE 
THEIR CARS? 

Most brokers source from UK 
dealers, and will refer you to the 
dealer to deal directly with them. 

As the car is supplied by a dealer 
you have a right to expect the same

Ask to see the broker’s terms and 
conditions first, because some 
‘rogue’ companies pre-register 
cars to claim fleet discounts. 
Reputable brokers only sell cars 
where you are the first registered 
keeper. Get this assurance in 
writing, and don’t ‘accept’ the car 
until you are in receipt of the V5C.
